8. Not more than one chowkidar with his wife and children shall ordinarily 
be allowed to live m the compound of an unoccupied bungalow In special 
circumstances the Executive Officer may allow n second elyowkidar and a mn]i 

4 Not more than one head of cattle in a bungalow shall he kept and no 
cattle shall be allowed in an unoccupied bungalow without the written permis- 
sion ot the Executive Officer. 

o. A breach of any of the above bye-laws shall he punishable vvitli fine 
which may extend to one hundred rupeos and in t lie case of a continuing con- 
travention, with an additional fine which may extend to ten rupees for evoiy 
day during which mich contravention continues nftei conviction foi the first 
such contravention
